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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is a response to applicant's amendment and terminal disclaimer filed 17 
August 2004. The terminal disclaimer has been approved and made of record. The amendment is 
has overcome the rejection, however, a new ground of rejection is set forth in view of the 
amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 66-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The penultimate line of claim 66 lacks antecedent bases for "the pointed end". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 65 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ko (US Patent 
5,354,302). The device in Ko is designed to for placement at a particular site for a surgical 
procedure below the surface of the skin. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art to place indicia on the end portion for indicating the depth of the tubular member. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ko (US Patent 
5,354,302). The patent to Ko discloses limitations as recited in the claim(s) above and it is 
capable of performing each of the limitations therein. Ko discloses a device in figure 1 having a 
tubular member 12 where an anchor member is capable of being received. The anchor is capable 
of being received between the wedge section 22 and the distal end of pusher member 16b. 

Claims 64, 68 and 72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kensey et al (US Patent 5,021,059).

Claims 1 1 and 73-79 are allowable over the art of record. 

Claims 69-71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Claims 66-67 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,11 and 64-79 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
